German people, exclusive of soldiers, 
have subscribed 
$3,107,500,000 
to a 
loan. 
“ Nothing would give the kaiser and 
all the other enemies of this country 
greater pleasure than for the people 
of the Cnlted States to fail to sub- 
scribe a greater amount than this to 
the second Liberty loan when they 
have had only one previous loan aud 
virtually no casualties. 
“ Deducting estimated sales to sol- 
diers in this country, more than $230,- 
000,000 worth of bonds must be sold 
daily between now and October 27 if 
ilie figures of the German ioan are to 
tie equaled. The nearer the sale goes 
to $5,000,000,000 the farther down will 
go the corners of the kaiser’s mouth " 
The campaign enters the lust week 
with only about $2,000,000,000 in sales 
made, a treasury announcement stat­ 
ed.
